Pasadena Schools To Enter 
New Program of English 


Beginning this September, 
Pasadena English class e s 
for grades seven through ten 
will be based on a detailed 
program of minimum essen¬ 
tials in the basics of lang¬ 
uage, literature and composi¬ 
tion. 

Ron Raybin, English spe¬ 
cialist for Pasadena schools, 
said “This semester-by-sem- 
ester program was developed 
through numerous meetings 
with the secondary school 
Enlgish teachers. The pro¬ 
gram emphasizes writing 
and language skills. As early 
as the seventh grade, for 
example, students will be 
given writing assignments 
based on the fundamental 
principles of rhetoric as well 
as considerable work in writ¬ 
ing mechanics, usage, and 
the practical aspe c t s of 
grammar. The program also 
includes analysis of lang¬ 
uage situations, spell i n g, 
vocabulary study and sug¬ 
gested approaches for teach¬ 
ing literature, as well as 
other items which involve 
critical thinking and crea¬ 
tivity.” 

Raybin explained that the 
strength of the program lies 
in the resources that will be 


provided to teach it. “As tlie 
English Specialist, I’ll pro¬ 
vide classrooms sots of exer¬ 
cises, lesson plans, ideas, 
and teaching techniques for 
getting the program across. 
For instance, the program 
cites a series of comma 
rules to be taught in the 
first semeser of the tent)? 
grade. So all tenth grade 
teachers will receive class¬ 
room sets of exercises with 
enough drill material to do 
the job. We’re not going to 
have just a paper program. 
There will be quantities of 
dc'tailed teaching resources 
to facilitate the teaching of 
all the minimum essentials.” 

“A key part of the Englisli 
essentials program,” said 
Eugene Lambert, adminis¬ 
trative director for .secoir 
ary edJcatioin, “Is that it 
will be maintained. Our Eng¬ 
lish specialist will be in 
constant contact with teach¬ 
ers so that there will be on¬ 
going evaluation of the pro¬ 
gram as well as continuing 
suppiort in terms of re 
sources and inservice educa¬ 
tion.”

Higher Assessments! 

Representatives of 15 county taxpayers associations 
representing more than 10,000 members have incorporated 
to provide greater representation of the taxpayers in state 
affairs. 

Former State Senator Wiliiam E. Coombs of the San 
Bernardino County Taxpayers Association was elected 
president of the newly-ineoroprated Federation of Associ¬ 
ated California Taxpayers (FACT). 

In its organizational meeting in Sacramento the 
group voted initially to support SB 1674, iHolmdahl, which 
will limit the access of locai government to tax revenues 
pesiulting from assessment increases. 

"Assessment increases have been unusuai in the 
past two years and many homeowners are jiust not learn¬ 
ing that they have been revalued for tax purposes, with 
increases of 30 per cent and greater this year,” Coombs 
said. "They will soon learn that those assessment in¬ 
creases will all result in much higher property taxes. 
Throughout the state we can expect increased support from 
these taxpayers who are learning that more control is 
essential to prevent local government from having dis¬ 
proportionate access to family budgets.” 

The main purpo.se of the organization will be to 
study matters of government which affect taxation and 
ot work for efficient use of tax revenues. 

The organization will cooperate with the California 
Taxpayers' Association to achieve greater voice in state 
matters which affect local government. 

State’s Share of Budget 

Californias’ share of the $394.2 billion budget pro¬ 
posed by President Ford will be close to 11 per cent 
again. Tax Foundation figures^ 

Allocating the total tax burden on fomulas which 
vary from tax to tax. Tax Foundation concludes Califor¬ 
nia's will pay 10.93 per cent of all funds, including un¬ 
employment trust funds. If the unemployment funds are 
excluded, thon the state’s share will be 10.73 per cent. 

California, the largest state in the union, pays the 
high'Cst percentage of the federal budget. Wyoming, which 
will pay 0.17 per cent of the total tax burden, pays the 
least and .New York, which pays 9.81 of the total burden, 
is second highest. 

As introduced, the budget includes a $43 billion defi¬ 
cit, leaving $351.2 billion to be funded from taxes. That 
means the cost to Californians will be about $38 billion.

The bonded debt of California, plus interest is now 
$8,877,310 61 as sliown on the 1975 report of the state 
comptroller. In taxpayer language this is 8,800 million 
dollars taxpayers must pay on every years for 20 years. 
In spite of this the state legislature had the unmitigated 
gall to put another 1025 million bonds on the June ballot, 
hoping the voters will be suckers enough to vote yes. 

But this huge state Ixund debt is only part of the 
taxpayers bond debt. The schools, cities, counties and 
special di.stricts have bonded the pt?ople for another 1000 
million dollars. Further, these bond debts are extras, 
over and above the regular property, income and sales 
taxes in California.

There 
are eleven of these totalling about 2000 million, when 
you count the interest. 

When you vote yes on these projxisitions you tell the 
elected officials you are anxious to have them increase 
your taxes and put a bigger mortgage on your home. 
If you rent and vote yes, you are saying I want a rent 
ral.se. I’m not paying enough now. You can be very sure 
you will get exactly w'hat you vote for. It won't do you 
any good to cry after the election. No one will hear 
you nor ev'en listen 

1 will vote yes on popositions No. 8, No. 11, and county 
proposition A- No on all others.

A New Law 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31, 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971, California law requires you to 
prepare a nev/ statement and file it with the County Cleric before December 31, 1976. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published in a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the newspaper selectd for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avalable at no charge all 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, ^so 
at no charge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice department will assist you in completing the new form and will toward it to the 
County Clerk via our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerk's file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 

The County Clerk's statutory refiling tee is $10.00. If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.
